The bu ilding and plant of the N a­ 
tional Gate company in West Third 
street was destroy ed by fire this a f­ 
ternoon shortly after 
one 
o’clock 
with a loss of between $4,000 and 
$5 ,000. 
The flames were fanned by 
a strong wind and 
from 
the 
v ery 
sta rt it was ev ident that the fire de­ 
partm ent cou ld do littU to sav e the 
bu ilding. 
According to 
P erry 
King 
and 
Newton M artin, the two employ es at 
the factory at 
the 
time, 
the fire 
started when 
some 
paint 
ignited. 
The paint is believ ed to hav e been 
too close to a stov e. The paint and 
oil bu rned rapidly and it was only 
a few minu tes u ntil the eu tine plant 
w as in flames. 
The bu ilding of the gate company 
was located north of the Lake Erie 
and W estern depot and ju st sou th 
of the Charles E. Francis Company 
factor}'. 
The bu ilding was of pine, 
cov ered w ith'm etal. 
The pine wood 
and the paint bu rned v ery rapidly 
and while the fire departm ent made 
an effort to fight the flames, their 
work cou nted for little 
ex cept 
to 
sav e the su rrou nding property . 
The office de*k and a few articles 
of v alu e were all that escaped the 
flames. 
The gate company ’s trade 
only recently opened u p and since 
the first of the y ear the company , 
u nder the mnnafrement

past eases. The offense is alleged to

Febru ary 
20 and v ariou s 
day s 
prev iou s

The affidav it is for the 
u nlawfu l possession and sale of in­ 
tox icating liqu ors. 
The statem ent 
of Perkins 
alone 
was not considered su fficient at the 
time for an affidav it against Clev en­ 
ger and a raid 
on the 
Clev enger 
iome failed to back u p the statement 
of Perkins. 
A cou rt of inonirv was

P E R K IN S FINED. 
Greeley Perkins was fined fiv e dol­ 
lars and 
costs this 
afternoon by 
May or Bebou t on a pu blic intox ica­ 
tion charge. 
The offense was com­ 
mitted last 
Rnnday . 
Perkins was 
giv en his freedom pending good be­ 
hav ior. 
This action was taken after 
Perkins told where he 
bou ght his 
whiskey . 


The last of two bonds issu es for 
the constru ction of the Ru sh cou nty 
cou rt hou se and jail were paid y es­ 
terday . 
Figu res in the cou nty au di­ 
tor’s office show that with this final 
pay ment Ru sh cou nty paid a total 
of $.18 2,5 00 for her cou rt hou se. 


Of this grand total $15 2,5 00 was 
interest, and the balance represents 
he amou nt of the bonds. 
The first 
issu e of bonds were sold in March 
18 96 . 
This issu e was for $16 0,000. 
The interest on 
this 
issu e 
alone 
amou nted to $100,000. 
Two 
y ears 
atcr, or ju st before 
the 
bu ilding 
was completed, it was necessary to 
issu e another $7 0J)00 in bonds. The 
interest was $5 2,5 00. 


It is ex plained today at the au di- 
or’s office that the reason for the 
arge amou nt of interest on the first 
issu e of $16 0,000 was that the bonds 
)egan falling du e 
after 
the 
first 
v e a r.. On the second issu e the first 
bond came du e after fiv e y ears. Both 
s« u cs of bonds drew fiv e per cent 
interest and were paid off at the 
rate of $10,000 a y ear on each is­ 
su e. 
The first and original issu e was 
sold to Season, Good and M ay or of 
Cincinnati. 
In 1909 or 19 10 bonds 
were disposed of to the Northwest­ 
ern Mu tu al Life Insu rance company 
and this firm held the bonds when 
the final settlem ent was made. 
Ac­ 
cording to the records in the au di­ 
tor's office, there was 
no 
premiu m 
paid for either of the big issu es, 
which is in striking contrast to the 
bond sales as recently condu cted by 
the cou nty . 
The commissioners at the time the 
first issu e of $16 0,000 was ordered 
issu ed were Allen Hinchman, Calv in 
Jones and William W.Innis. 
The to­ 
tal cost of the bonds 
and 
interest, 
$38 2,5 00, does not represent the ac­ 
tu al cost of the bu ilding or the jail. 
The 
commissioners 
record 
shows 
that the contractors 
were 
allowed 
nu merou s “ex tras” and it wou ld be 
almost impossible to figu re the ex act 
cost.

ing the president not

kept from an ou tbreak ov er the is­ 
su e by being thrown into an ex eeu - 
t 'vp cpssinn to consider

€ . I. & W. depot to Third street. 


Bu t ev en there 
are 
those 
who 
wou ld like to “elieat” Ru shv ille ou t 
of this so-called distinction. 
Time 
and cu stom has cau sed the 
short 
block to l)e known 
at 
McClarren 
street. 
It is so designated by street 
m arkers. 


Local history 
has 
it that 
the 
street deriv ed its name from that of 
an official of what is now the C. I. 
A W. railroad. 
Clerks at the post- 
office say that McClearance is 
the 
real name of the street. 


F ar be it from Ru shv ille to wish 
the street name to stand as M cClar­ 
ren for then Ru shv ille wou ld not be 
in a class by itself, bu t wou ld 
be 


classed with Pittsbu rgh, which is the 
only city in the United States hav ­ 
ing a McClarren street.

called such—is brought to Rushville 
by McClearance 'street, which is is 
a block long and extends from the 
C. I. & W. depot to Third street. 


But even there 
are those who 


would like to "cheat" Rushville out 
of this so-called distinction. 
Time 


and custom has caused the 
short 


block to be known 
at 
McClarren 


street. It is so designated by street 
markers. 


Local history has 
it that the 


street derived its name from that of 
an official of what is now the C. I. 
ft W. railroad. Clerks at the post- 
office say that McClearance is the 
real name of the street. 


Par be it from Bushville to wish 


the street name to stand as McClar-

of questions touching the qualifica- 
tions of voters are arising. 
There 


is a conflict of opinion as to wheth- 
er the young man 
who is not vet 


twenty-one years 
of age, but who 


will be in time to participate in the 
fall election, is entitled to vote in 
the primary. There is also a con- 
flict of opinion as to whether tho 
man who has not resided in a pre- 
cinct long enough to gain a voting 
residence, but who will have estab- 
lished a voting residence by the time 
of the fall election is entitled 
to 


participate in the primary. 


It is not unlikely that these ques- 


tions will be submitted to a com- 
mission of lawyers within the npxt 
few days, with the understanding 
that the primary boards shall 
be 


guided 
by whatever 
ruling 
such 


commission makes. It is said that 
practically 
all local 
lawyers to 


whom the questions have been sub- 
mitted have held that any man who 
will be entitled to vote in the Nov- 
ember election, 
will be entitled to 


rote in the primary. 
If his name 


does not happen to bo on the regis- 
tration book supplied by the aud- 
itor, he can make an affidavit that 
he will be a legal voter in the pre- 
cinct in the fall elction, and having 
made such affidavit, it is said, will 
lie entitled to vote in the primary. 
Such a ruling was made, it is un- 
derstood, by the commission of law- 
yers, representing 
the republican, 


democratic and progressive parties, 
that was appointed by Qov Ralston 
to interpret 
the primary law. 
It 


sounds like a common-sense ruling 


for, 
obviously, if a man will be en- 


titled to vote in the fall election, he 
should be entitled to a voice in nam- 
ing the ticket he intends to vote for 
—should have the right to vote in 
the primary. 


As far as is discernible at this 


time, there is a pretty general ac- 
ceptance 
by the 
candidates 
and 


their organizations 
of the

that the primary must be a clean 
contest.

agrees that the only safe course is 
to track the law to the letter. There 
have been no indications up to this 
time of a purpose upon the part of 
any candidate to do anything else, 
No voter ought to be stupid enough 
to think of taking any other course.
